Shle says, which caoaod 8hla to be- 
lieve that he waa atsovtf ig to shoot 
Shle snapped a JS-oallbor revolver he 
carried. The second time K waa dis- 
charged. He heard McBIfreah give a 
cry as In pain. Shle fired again but 
Mi Kirresh disappeared la the dark 
running.

Sheriff Keu with Shle, Dr. Faul, of 
lius.si'ilviile came upon the line. He 
informed Shio that he would took 
after .MiElfresh. 

Dr. Kaul found MoElfresh at the 
lioiiio of lloy Hrooks.

The natnre of the threat against eonstitutional methods a nd or- 
derly government iu the I'nitid SStates involved in tho orsraiii^ation 
nnd operations of the Klux Klau has never been so distinctly re- 
vealed as in the visit of Govcmdr Parker, of Louisiana, to the VThite 
House, and his statement of the case following his long intei^ew with 
the President. 

The situation in Louisiana must iiKltid he serious when a man 
of Mr. Parker's character and ability and resolution feels impelled 
to take the case directly to the President and to arrange, when the 
crisis conie.s. for tht> froverniuent aid which may lie reiiuired. 

The attorney general has announced that the agents of the gov- 
ernment are alive to the conditions and that a sharp lookout is being 
kept, and that while the governor of Louisiana seems able ao this 
time tt control the situation, the co-operation of the federal gov. 
ctmnent will not be withheld whenever federal interests are involved, 
or ontside assistance is required. 

The statement of Governor Parker, prepared at the "White House, 
declared : 

"The responsible government of the state is determined that regard- 
less of cost or consequences, a mOst thorough investigation will be 
made of ihc outrages reported to have been made by the Kn Klnz 
Ivlan iu Louisiana. 

"Certain terrorizing outrages have been committed, certain hor- 
rifying crimes have been reported, and it is vital that responmbility 
shall be fixed and offenders punished, not beeause of any organized 
association but in spite of this. 

"The law of state and nation must be upheld under any and 
all eireumstanees." 

Til a leter to the ^Vasbington Post the governor in protesting 
iiir.-iin the report that the state was powerless to grapple with the 
"Invisible Empire which has usurped its prerogatives and defies its 
authoritq, says : " Masked men and invisible empires have no place in 
America. I have denotuced the Ku S3ux Klan as vigorondy as 1 
knew lio\<n}l-,its own strongholds. W'e have only begun to fight this 
movement, wfiich strikes at fundamentals of orderly government. 
We will/ be able t^^d Louisiana nf this vicious development the more 
quicklj^ if we can hlkye the help of other states and of the federal 
govej?fament." 

'•^he Leader pointed B"t long ago that no matter how good the 
motives and intentions of nulPy those who have promated or sup- 
ported this movement, it is notJSd£-9'W>ng in priq^iple 1^ danger- 
ous in tendency under a sj-stera of fovemmcnt such as ours ^nd in 
a countrj- in which the spirit of toleitnce is a prime es.sential, add in
